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DETAILED ACTION

Claims 1-47, 49, 51-54, 62-96, 99 and 100 have been canceled previously. 



3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon reconsideration of applicant's Brief on Appeal, filed 12/22/97 (Paper No. 22), Reply Brief, filed 
5/6/98 (Paper No. 24) and Exhibits (see Paper No. 24), the instant claims drawn to methods of stimulating 
T cell responsiveness comprising contacting a T cell which expresses a cytokine receptor y chain with anti- 
Y chain antibody which binds to and transduces a signal via the y chain are deemed enabled. As 
applicant acknowledges, the instant specification discloses that anti-y chain antibodies can serve to 
stimulate signaling via the cytokine receptor gamma chain, provided that the antibody is cross-linked either 
by secondary antibodies or bound to a solid support. Applicant's Reply Brief provides Goroff et al. (J. 
Immunol 146: 18-25, 1991) and Yashwant et al. (Immunol. Today 18: 127-1135, 1997) to support the 
ability of antibodies to cross-link their immunogens in vivo without the need of an exogenous agent. 
Accordingly, the claims are deemed allowable.
